On Sunday morning the brethren went in procession from the 
pastorage to the Lutheran church. The Rev'd Dr. Demme, Pres’t 
of the Synod, preached the Synodical sermon, from 1 Tim. I, 15, 
16, highly satisfactory to the understanding and beneficial to the 
heart.—After the Sermon the brethren celebrated the Lords Supper 
and were confirmed in their faith and love to him, who is the pro. 
pitiation for our sins. This was for all of us a time of refreshing, 
from the presence of the Lord. The word of fraternal affection 
bound us all more closely together. The blessing of this holy sup. 
per rested also upon us during the days of our session which fol. 
lowed. 

In the afternoon at 3 o'clock, the Treasurer, Rev’d Daniel Ulrich, 
preached from Mat. IIL 11, and in the evening the Secretary preached 
in the English lancuage from | Peter IL. 9. 

In the Presbyterian church Pastor Schaeffer preached from Acts 
VIL 52,in the morning. In the afternon Pastor Welden, from 
Tim. IV. 7, and in the evening Pastor Sholl from Mat. XIL 30; all 
in the English lancuage. 

On Saturday evening Pastor Heyer, Missionary at Pittsburg, a 
member of the West Pennsylvania Synod, edified the christian con- 
gregation, preaching from Mat. IV. 17.

Miller, judges of the election. After counting of the votes, Pastor

After a short but calm conversation between the two brethren, 
Fr. Waage and €, Miller, the former acknowledged that he, in his 
publication, had done Mr. C. Miller injustice in his assertion, that 
his oath had been refused and that he was heartily sorry for it. With 
this acknowledgment Mr. C. Miller, confessed that he was satisfied, 
as Mr. Waage declared he had been led into it by a misapprehen. 
sion of the matter. 

Now we all bowed upon our knees in the presence of God, with 
hearts deeply affected, and the President concluded with a heart. 
felt and soul-stirring prayer to God, for the covering of all our er. 
rors, for his gracious guidance in future, for his blessing upon our 
proceedings and congregations and for reception into everlasting 
bliss, through Jesus Christ. 

This evening we assembled in the church, and after Pastor 
Schultz had delivered a very impressive and evangelical discourse 
from Romans VIII. 14, the sacred rite of ordination was entered 


upon. 

The Rev. President standing at the altar, called before him the 
candidates John Peter Schindel, Edward Meyer and Charles Av. 
gustus Griebler, who after a hearing of their duties, made known 
to them by the President, knelt and were solemnly inducted into 
the pastoral office by prayer and the laying on of hands of the 
officers of the Synod. 


The applicants were then called forward. The President read 
to them the duties devolving upon them as candidates, and in con. 
sequence of their solemn promise to act as faithful stewards of the 
ministry of the gospel, received authority to preach and administer 
the holy sacraments. 


Our meeting this year, in the beautiful borough of Allentown, 
was in general a pleasant and, in many respects, an important one. 
Immediately upon the commencement of our common worship of 
God, in the contemplation of his word and the publication of the death 
of Jesus, in partaking of the Lords Supper, our Gracious Father in 
Heaven, imparted to us his quickening blessing, which also remained 
with us and guided us during our meeting. 


_.Yet it is to be deplored that this year also, our joy was dimin- 
ished by misunderstandings existing in congregations and between 
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brethren, which are, as it is to be hoped, now adjusted forever. 
May our merciful Father sanctify us all through his truth, that we 
may be one, as He is in Jesus, and Jesus is in Him, that the world 
may believe that the Father has sent Jesus, as a Saviour and Re- 
deemer. And then only can we hope that our labors in the church 
of Jesus, wiil be instrumental in the salvation of many, when we 
exhibit in our life consecrated to God and in our mutual love, the 
sanctifying operation of the truth. 

That the foregoing was done in the Synodical and Ministerial 
Session held at Allentown, Lehigh county, in Trinity week 1839,

Wepnespay eventnc, May 29, 1839. 


The members of this Society met in the Lutheran church in Al. 
lentown, for the celebration of their anniversary. 

This evening especially the church was occupied by a large num- 
ber of attentive christians, who all united in singing and prayer 
before the Lord. 

The report of the Executive committee, and of the Missionary, 
Mr. Wynecken, were read by Doctor Baker. After this deeply 
impressive addresses were delivered in the German by Pastor 
Haesbert, and in the English by Pastor C. W. Schaefler. Yes, 
these addresses were deeply impressive and they strengthened the 
brethren and encouraged them to depend upon the support of the 
Lord, in future to labor more faithfully and perseveringly and effi. 
ciently for the propagation of the gospel of peace and to do their 
part in hastening on the blissful tune, in which all nations and 
tongues of the North and the South, the East and the West, shall 
unite to praise God, in the name of Jesus Christ. 

Upon this the following motions were proposed by Professor 
Schmidt, for discussion and adoption. 

Resolved, With feelings of heartfelt gratitude, we acknowledge 
the blessing of the Lord, by which he has consecrated our feeble 
efiorts for the glorification of his name, so will we, his servants, 
promise as in his immediate presence, that on our part, we will in 
future labor more faithfully, efficiently, conscientiously and earnest- 
ly, for this the highest of all objects: Therefore be it further 

Resolved, That we hold collections in every congregation for 
the Missionary Treasury, form auxiliary missionary sociéties, and 
earnestly request the congregations in general to make collections 
for missionary objects. 

Resolved, That as the Lord will hear the prayers of his people, it 
be earnestly recommended to all ministers and members of churches, 
as their sacred duty, to beseech the Lord and call upon him that he 


might not withhold his blessing from the efforts and exertions of 


his people, for the propagation of the religion of Jesus, at home and 
abroad, but that he might richly bless the missionary societies of 
all different churches and prosper their labors. Amen! 

These resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Prayer and singing followed and the congregation was dismissed 
with the blessing of the Lord. 
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In the different sessions which the Missionary Society held, dur- 
ing the Synod, the following resolutions were passed : 
Resolved, That the officers of last year be re-elected: these are

A letter was laid before the Missionary Society, by Professor 
Schmidt, in which it is mentioned that the missionaries of the for. 
mer missionary station of Rhenius, had returned to the Church 
Missionary Society. Therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee wait in reference to 
the mission among the heathen, until something further be heard 
from the East Indies. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committe? shall have permission 
to aid the German Evangelical Lutheran c.. gregation at Pittsburg, 
in case they feel themselves able so to do, after their principal ob. 
ject has been fulfilled. 

Resolved, That 835 be granted to Mr. Daniel Kohler, our for- 
mer missionary, out of the missionary treasury. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee send one, and if the 
funds permit, two missionaries to the West. 

Resolved, That we can do nothing as respects Mr. John Jones, 
who has tendered his services as missionary. 

Resolved, That brothers Richards and Scholl be requested, al- 
ternately to attend to the congregation at Rising Sun, preaching to 
them in the German language, and that we promise to give each of 
them for his services 850, but in case that one of them should take 
charge of this congregation, to give him $75, and request the con- 
gregation to make up by private contribution, whatever balance 
there may be. 

Resolved, That a delegate be sent from this Society to the meet- 
ing of the Home Missionary Society, which is to take place at 
Chambersburg, and that Pastor Sprecher be the delegate. 

Resolved, ‘That the report of Mr. Wynecken and of the Execu- 
tive Committee, together with the above resolutions be printed, and 
be appended to our Synodical minutes and that the expenses in- 
curred be paid out of the treasury of this society. 

Remarks were also made in reference to the necessity and ad. 
vantages of an Education Society, for the educating of young men 
for the ministry, but this matter was postponed to our next annual 
meeting.

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REPORT 


Of the -Executive Committee of the Missionary 
Society of the Synod of Pennsylvania, containing 
brother W ynecken’s Report. 


The Exeuctive Committee has the honor to lay before the Mis. 
sionary Society, the following report of their operations. 

After the last annual meeting of the society, the committee looked 
out for a missionary, for they did not imagine, much less was it told 
them, that brother Kohler desired to be again sent out, but rather 
concluded from his behaviour that he had resolved to take charge 
of congregations in East Pennsylvania. 

The committee was not in the habit of sending out the missionaries 
before the month of September, as they had been informed, that if 
they went earlier, they would arrive at the field of their labor in the 
most sickly part of the year, and would be in danger of becoming 
sick, or would be much cramped in their labors on account of sick. 
ness generally prevailing. In the month of August last, brother 
Wynecker, who had just arrived from Germany was highly re- 
commended to them. The committee invited him to Lancaster and 
as they had found him to be a man, whom they believed to be 
especially qualified for the important work of a missionary, they 
took him into their service. He commenced his journey in the 
latter part of the month of August, and although Indiana, Illinois 
and Missouri, were pointed out to him as the place of labor, he 
could not forbear to stop a week in different German settlements in 
Allen and Putnam counties, Ohio, where he labored with great suc- 
cess. Thence he travelled to Fort Wayne, Indiana, and because 
that congregation had lost their worthy Pastor, Mr. Hoover, by his 
death, they constrained him to become their stationed minister. 
They also wrote to the committee and gave them permission 
to keep brother Wynecker. In the meantime this brother -+ad vis- 
ited several German settlements in the north of Indiana ahd Michi- 
gan and organized several congregations, which he wishes to have 
provided with a capable minister. We were concerned that his de. 
sire might be fulfiled, but on account of the great want of minis. 
ters this had not yet occurred. For the same reason also, we could 
not place another missionary in the field. Brother C. W. Wolff 
declined the call, to become the successor of brother Wynecker, 
and another brother, Mr. Emanual Frey of York, who had given 
us the hope of entering our service was prevented by sickness. 
We hope that the society will not only send out another mission- 
ary, but will also be concerned, that the congregations formed by 
brother Wynecken may be provided with a worthy teacher as soon 
as possible. 
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We cannot omit testifying our entire satisfaction with brother 
Wynecker. He has merited the thanks of the committee and of the 
entire church, on account of his disinterestedness, honesty and fideli- 
ty ; it also appears that his labors have been crowned with a great 
blessing. The Lord be with him in his new sphere of labor and 
make him an instrument in his hands of bringing many to a know- 
ledge of the truth and to godliness. 


We now communicate brother Wynecker’s report :-— 


Fort Wayne, February 25, 1839. 

Reverend Brethren, 

In accordance with the duty imposed upon me, 
[lay before your Reverend body a concise report of my journey 
and labors in the missionary field of our brethren in the West. Af 
ter having upon the 16th of August received in Lancaster, from the 
respective committee of affairs, my instructions and being dismissed 
by my beloved brethren, | started on the 17th for Pittsburg and the 
northern part of Ohio, towards Indiana, there to commence my 
work. The work whichI had undertaken laid heavy upon my 
heart. An entire stranger in this country, but particularly informed 
by means of written accounts of the religious relations here exist- 
ing, a novice in my ofhce, and what was worst of all, knowing 
myself to be weak in faith, how could I enter upon the work 
which required a whole christian, but with fear and trembling! This 
was my comfort, that the Lord is sufficiently strong to use each in- 
strument that he calls to the glorification of his name, and that at 
least, though in much weakness, I could say to the dear souls, that 
there is a dear Saviour here, who had shed his blood for them and 
now as an exalted Redeemer and Prince granteth repentance and 
forgiveness of sins, to those purchased with a price. Here also I 
cannot refrain from thanking the dear brethren in Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, who quickened and encouraged my heart not a little, by 
their friendly reception given to me. 

On account of the great heat and my not being accustomed to 
riding, my journey went but slowly, so that I arrived only Septem- 
ber 10th, in Lima, Allen county, Ohio. I did not think of remain- 
ing here, but the urgent request of a German whom I met in Lima, 
not to pass by a neighbouring settlement, who although they were 
longing to hear the preaching of the forgiveness of sins, had never 
been visited by a minister of our connexion, induced me to remain 
a week in the neighborhood. I was received with great joy and 
preached four days in succession, and having been earnestly im- 
portuned, celebrated the Lords supper with 19 persons. During 
this time an invitation had been twice extended to me by another 
sctilement, four miles northward in Putnam county. After admin- 
istering the Lords supper and two baptisms, | departed and preached 
yet the same evening toa considerable congregation, and also the

two following days, and here also | celebrated the Lords Supper, 
with 17 persons, according to their request. Previous to this I 
confirmed a young man (who had been instructed, but his confirma- 
tion had been hindered) after | had been convinced of his know- 
ledge and his love of the Lord. After the Lords Supper I bap- 
‘ized eleven children and a married woman. The next morning 
after I had returned to the first settlement, and as I was about go- 
ing with Mr. Hugs, who had during the time received me very 
kindly into his house, to another settlement, four miles south of Li- 
ma at Haycreek, | had the pleasure of baptizing a grown young 
woman, whom I had already noticed on account of her marked at- 
tention. Yesterday slie was too fearful to come forward to be bap- 
tized, though she desire it, but afterwards had no rest till she had 
set out with her attendant. She hal learned to know the Lord at 
an earlier period, but had not an opportunity of being baptized. 

As I hope this, was for me and for that congregation a blessed 
time. Yes, lentertain the cheering thought, that the Lord has ma. 
ny a soul here, that knows him as his Redeemer and loves him as 
such. I afterwards olten thoueht of these dear souls, when I had 
the most melancholy evidences of the indifference of sinners to. 
wards their Redeemer. They were mostly emigrants newly arrived 
from Germany, in the beginning of their difficult work, hindered 
much in going on, on account of sickness, but they had time enough 
each day to hear the preaching of the cross of Jesus, the night was 
not too dark, nor the road too long an fatiguing. They also prom- 
ised me to organize themselves into congregations, and to assemble 
themselves together on the Lords day to be edified from the word 
of God and by the reading of a sermon. I request the reverend 
Synod to have reference to these congregations on the sending out 
of missionaries. 

After the baptism I rode off and preached the same evening at 
the above mentioned settlement. It is said there are in the neigh- 
horhood of Lima, other German settlements and this would be a 
favorable place for a faithful laborer of the Lord, who had more 
reference to souls than to earthly reward; who would be satisfied 
during the first years with little (but according to the Apostle Paul 
by allmeans a sufficiency.) As | had heard of many Germans liv. 
ing in Mercer county, I resolved to visit them in my journey, but 
heard on Ist of May, that brother Meyer had already taken charge 
of several congregations and that the remainder had just secured a 
preacher, whose name I could not ascertain. I took a north eas- 
terly direction towards Adams county, Indiana, and came on the 
20th to a large German settlement, 15 miles south of Fort Wayne, 
at St. Marys river, most of these consisting of Germans that had 
lately emigrated to this country. The Lord had lately severely 
chastened them in the death of their dearly beloved pastor, brother 
Hoover, who has fallen asleep happily in the Lord, who published 
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the word of life in sincere love to the Lord and with apostolic zeal 
here and the congregation at Fort Wayne. The ways of the Lord 
with his church are unfathomable, and from buman eyes it is 
hidden, why at so early a period, he has called such a faithful and 
worthy laborer from the field, in which such an exceedingly great 
work remains to be done. In these two congregations I remained 
till October 2d, preached here and also to some families at the 
Miame river, 8 miles east of Fort Wayne visited the sick, baptized, 
&e. The congregations wished to retain one as their preacher, 
which was afterwards granted them by your esteemed committee, 
Without whose permission, | did not think myself priviledged to re. 
main longer in Fort Wayne and went north eastwardly towards 
Eckhart county. From this time I met with disease in a more ter- 
rible form than I had met with it heretofore, in the western part of 
Ohio, and I scarcely met a family in which more or less were not af- 
flicted. Would to God they had in these afflictions known him, 
who in all his providential dispensations desires to bring us to the 
true Physician; alas I made the mourntul discovery of the contra- 
ry. In Benton where there are nearly 40 families of Germans, ! 
could not get more of a congregation than 12 persons to whom | 
might preach. Here 1 had preached for about six weeks; some 
time since, a certain Schlabach, a cooper by trade, but after he had 
been dishonourably chastised by certain people, on account of his 
shameful treatment of his wife, left the place, to the benefit of the 
congregation. I met with the traces of this uncailed preacher in 
several other congregations, not far from Lafayette, in Tippecanoe 
county, endeavored to find him but only obtained the information, 
that he had gone further West. This increases the evil, that men 
of this stamp disgrace our office and make the word of life despic- 
able in the eyes of the people. 

The people of Benton desired me to visit them again as they 
wished to form a congregation. Between Eckarstown and Sout). 
bend I met many Germans. Brother Kohler had visited them in 
his journey. They had a desire to form themselves into congre- 
gations; 1 preached in the neighborhood of Eckartstown and sev- 
eral miles further West in Harris’ prairie, promised God willing, to 
come in eight days again and make in the meanwhile a journey 
through Southbend and Laporte, to Michigan city, but found no 
Germans, members of our church, except a few in Southbend and 
money and time, alas, were spent in vain in this journey. On the 
12th of October on my return I preached at Southbend, where! 
had before left a notice, before six hearers, of whom I myself had 
invited three, the previous evening and the same morning. _Infor- 
mation was not given to the people generally, several of whom wé 
met on our way, did not think that they had time to attend church. 
On the 13th I preached in Harris’ prairie, and on the 14th to the 
congregation at Eckartstown. In both congregations I was I 
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quested to preach to them another Sunday, that they might then 
form theniselves into convregations. Whilst I met with some that 
were very indiflerent I found, the Lord be praised, with most of 
them a joy in the gospel, a great desire for a minister, and much in-. 
terest and attention during public worshhip. The same I also met 
vith in Mottville, Michigan, where I preached on the 16th. Many 
expressed their satisfaction, once again to have heard the precious 
gospel in the German language, and upon the following day, when 
I visited as | had done the day before, several scattered, principally 
sick families, a man confessed to me with many tears, that the 
word of life had anew revived him, had made his heart again light 
and joyful amid his trials and strengthened his courage, through the 
love of the Saviour, which he felt to be found out anew. Upcn 
tears, In general | piace little dependence because they are mostly 
ambiguous witnesses of the operation of the divine word, but when 
they proceed from a heart evidently honest, not of a novice in the 
faith, but of a sheep lone since found, which finds itself again lying 
apew In the bosom of the Saviour, then are they precious before 
God, and a balin to the heavy heart of the minister, who experi- 
ences more sorrow on jis way, than real joy arising from his rela- 
tion to his fellow-men. Afier Lhad, upon the 17th, baptized several 
children in the neishborhood of Mottville, I started for Bertrand, 
west of Mottville, not fir trom Lake Michigan, the inclement 
weather, which had commenced several days already with snow, 
rain and storin, and tlre again recurring cases of sickness, a severe 
attack of which had been prevented during my entire journey, by 
the grace of the Lord, niade indeed the travelling burdensome, 
but in Bertrand I was richly repaid by meeting with one soul that 
hungered for the bread of life. ‘The dear brother expressed his 
strong desire for the reception of the Lords Supper. I promised 
to administer it to him and his daughter the following morning and 
previous to this in extremely unpleasant weather rode to Niles, a 
very promising town five miles from Bertrand, visited there several 
Germans, but could-get no consregation together and rode .backto 
Bertrand. Information was given me but at too late a period, that 
there were several German families of our church six miles north 
of Niles. 

On the 21st, I was again permitted to preach to the dear people 
at Eeckartstown—The Tord be praised, they were willing to form 
themselves into two ccnerecationus, the one at Harris’ prarie, with 
which the fimilies of South Bend might connect themselves, and 
the other consisting of families in, and in the neighborhood of Eck. 
artstown. In the former Mr. Wagener was chosen, in the latter 
Mr. Kellerman, to superintend affairs till the election of church 
councils” May the Lord send to these congregations, before long, 
a faithful Shepherd.  Rejoicing in the grace of the Lord on ae- 
count of this work, I set out for a German settiement at Yellow

river, 17 miles south of Southbend, visited liere again the families 
with whom I had at an earlier period become acquainted, baptized 
a child in Mischawaka, and reached the settlement on the 22d. The 
most of the families, nearly all German, were sick, still upon the 
ensuing day I had a considerably large and attentive congregation. 
Those that were not detained in bed, by sickness, even old pec. 
ple, dreaded not the bad road of several miles, nor the cold rainy 
weather, but started off to hear, many of them for the first time 
since they had left their homes, the blessed word of the forgiveness 
of sins. This settlement is quite a large one and notwithstanding 
the sickness, which prevented many from coming, | had here one 
of the largest congregations, and baptized seven children. Their 
desire for a minister is great, but their means are yet small, yet I 
confidently hope, the Lord will also graciously reward them, before 
they shall have sunk into indifference; if possible they must be drawn 
to the above mentioned congregational union. The following day 
] started for Carrol county, Via Logansport. According to ac- 
counts which had been given me before, | had expected to meet 
in my journey, several Germans, members of our connexion, but 
met with no settlement before [ arrived at Delphi. Here also the 
prospect Was poor, as not more then six persons i the town ur. 
derstood German. Upon my remark that there were Germans 
here, I received for answer, * these belong to no church.” Qn this 
account I considered preaching the more necessary. for tle dear 
German brethren, I hunted them up, met with a very discouraging 
reception from some, yet I succeeded in cetting together in the eve- 
ning a considerable congregation, from several families, and the 
word according to the outward appearance, manifested its accus 
tomed power upon the heart. I| was able after the sermon to 
speak with them a long time concerning my dear Saviour and my 
earnest request to them to hallow the sacred day of the Lord, by 
means of united worship, rather than to desecrate it in taverns, 
was cheerfully received and acceded to with the promise to follow 
my counsel. The Lord grant that they may keep their promise. 
The fewest of them were nevertheless willing to remain there over 
the Winter. In Lafayette, Tippecanoe county, | found some Ger- 
mans, but no desire for the word of God, 1 therefore rode several 
miles further to a settlement at Wild Cat. Here and in the neigh- 
boring settlements, brother Kohler also_preached, and the people 
spoke well of his activity and zeal. In the neighborhood of Fay- 
ette, would also be a suitable place for a minister, as six congrega- 
tions, in Tippecanoe, Fountain, Montgomery and Clinton counties, 
do not lie far apart. ‘They have also made an effort to unite them- 
selves and Mr. Kisele of Sugarcreek, one mile from Americus, had 
promised a missionary of another Synod a lot in the neighboring 
village, worth then $150, if he himself should come back or send an- 
ether. This man generous'y refused the offer, purchased the lot 
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for $20, did not return himself, neither sent another, but kept the lot. 
Mr. Eisele is still compelled to hear the jibes of the people, on ac- 
count of it, cares but little about them, and has again written for 
a preacher, as he is certain that he would be supportedthere. But 
itis a meancholy thing that the desire of this people to have a pase 
tor should have so sadly failed. They promised to write to me 
in reference to the result of their efforts. I preached in the neigh- 
boring congregations and baptized several children. One congre- 
tion at the middle Fork of the Wild Cat, I did not visit, as I had 
in the first place received wrong information in reference to it; and 
afterwards the time did not permit me, as 1 was expected at Fort 
Wayne. Fountain county was the western and Montgomery coun- 
ty, the southern points that Lhad wsited. Upon my return I preach- 
ed in Clinton county, at Sugarcreek, to a congregation, which bro- 
ther Hendel of Lebanon, had visited several times, as also in Frank- 
fort. From this | went by way of Logansport, Peru and Hunting- 
don at Wabash canal, back to Fort Wayne, where I had promised 
to preach on the 18th of November. | have determined, when it 
shall be in my power, to pass through the county between Fort 
Wayne and Peru in Cass county, and have therefore left informa- 
tion of my intention with some well disposed peopie. In Fort 
Wayne I received the answer of your respected committee, that I 
might remain there, but still be regarded as the missionary of your 
reverend body. In such a relation | could not be of service either 
to the congregations or to the Synod, and therefore 1 aguin wrote 
back to ascertain whether you would dismiss me or retain me as 
your missionary, for in this case these congregations must look 
out for another minister. During the return of the answer | 
preached in Fort Wayne and neighborhood, in the above mention- 
ed congregations in Adams county, in Decatur and to some fami- 
lies at Cedar Creek, 12 or 15 miles north of Fort Wayne. 

On the third of December | again wished to set out, to visit im 
person the congregations in Denton, Mottville and Ixckartstown, but 
my horse having in my former journey sprained hisfoot, was at this 
time so lame that I could not cet off till after Christmas.- After 1 
had administered the Lords Supper at Christmas to the congrega- 
tion in Adams county, and at New Year in Fort Wayne, I started 
on the second of January to the above mentioned congregations. 
But upon the first day of my journey, my horse became so lame 
that | had to leave him upon the road and visit the congregations 
on foot. In Benton | found a larger congregation than I| did on the 
former occasion and baptized nine children. After worship the 
people united in electing one Elder, Mr. Butt, and two wardens, 
Mr. Stever and Mr. Wentz, and when I returned, 37 families had 
united in the congregation, they hope to bring together forty. 1} 
hope that your respected committee, when this matter is Jaid before 
them, will provide them with a suitable minister. After worship

with a heart filled with gratitude to the Lord, I set out, remained 
over night in Goshen, visited two German families and baptized a 
child. At night I became sick, but as the congregation at Eckarts. 
town was waiting for me, I had to proceed. ‘The Lord gave me 
strencth, notwithstanding my indisposition, to make the Journey, to 
preach the same day, to attend to the preparatory service, to admin. 
ister the Lords Supper to 18 persons and to baptize six children, 
Through these exertions my sickness increased, so that I was con- 
fined two days and as I had promised to preach upon my return, 
10 miles back of Wolf Lake to some families and yet felt myself 
too weak, | therefore could not visit either the congregation at Har. 
ris’ prarie, nor that at Mottville. Itis said that in the neighborhood 
of Mottville, there are so many members of our congregation, that 
they alore will require the services of a minister. 1 Was very sor- 
ry indeed that I could not inform myself of the trne state of things 
there existing; the Lord willing I shall visitthem in a short time and 
give you information concerning thei. 

This is the feld which I visited, uy 
small, bit sufficiently larce to fi my soul with ck 
count of the condition of our German brethren and of our church 
—This is mournful in every respect. A part of that 
have emigrated here from the Lastern long deprived of 
public worship and of the holy sacraments, are so miserably cold 
and hardened, or as they say, “accustomed to this state cf things,” 
that a missicnary, ae such, isin general received with a great deal of 
indifference ; even those who were recommended to me, ca Jeeling 
membere of churches, were any thing e'se than alive. Often, as in 
the neichborhood of Logansport, Lcould not prevail upon pco- 
ple to convey information to their neighbors, though they did not 
live more than two miles distant. [nccuragement to preach I re. 
ceived but seldom; desire after it I found but ye) on the contrary 
the conviction often forced itself upon my mind: “the people would 
rather have you several miles away, if they ad nly ret rid of 
you with a good grace, for the precious valuable time is lost again 
in attending a place cf worship; we have lost enongh already 
through sickness.” Those that huncer and thirst after righteousness, 
generally attach themselves to other denominations, on aecount of 
which I had to rejoice with paintul feeling, as it tended to the shame 
and injury of my denomination, which has not as much love among 
its members as to assist their brethren, whilst others are not satis- 
fed to hold fast to these old members, by sending cut a sufficient 
number of preachers, but constrai:red by love to dying souls, have 
means sifficier.t to extend their borders. 

The after part, viz: these that have within a few years emigra- 
ted from Germany are in a worse cendition; in many settlements 
they do not understand the English at all, and are therefore orphans 
indecd. .'This want with which th ey at meet, or which they 
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can escape only by means of persevering efforts, alas, permits them 
to forget that they have the word of God in their houses and at 
least can read it, afterwards they are in this melancholy state. Yes 
| have at least, most generally seen, that when present at the sing- 
ing and preaching in the beloved mother tongue, the heart has been 
quickened and the eye moistened, and many who in Germany did 
not value their spiritual privileges here, where they were entirely 
cut off from them, they have often been moved by the preaching, 
have been convinced of the entire emptiness and nothingness of 
man’s living without God, without the Redeemer, without spiritual 
intercourse With the invisible world, and many a sigh have I heard 
after worship, “O that we might be so happy, as eventually to ob- 
tain a minister, could we hear but a few times during the year, the 
word, and partake of the Lords Supper,” and a look upon their chil- 
dren without instruction (which to the Germans, the Lord be praised, 
is yet intolerable) makes them doubly sorrowful. In short their 
condition is melancholy and their wants are many. A part of 
them is dead, and alas! feels this unspeakable misery no more, the 
other lies in the pangs of death, is occasionally stirred up again, 
feels its fearful condition, but is like to a man perishing in the snow, 
falling asleep amid his efforts and thus sleepeth the sleep of death. 

He that says “I have no fear for those that are hungry, for they 
have the Lord and his word,” knows not yet his heart, knows not 
of what nature the heart of a sinner is, who is conceived and born 
in sin. © that the Lord might blow upon the dead bones of our 
church, the spirit of lile! We inveigh much with mouth and pen 
against the Universalists. How else could it be possible, that a de- 
nomination so strong, and in many parts as rich as the Lutheran, 
could behold thousands of their brethren in the West, sleeping upon 
the brink of everlasting death, without being moved in a measure 
somewhat favorably, to rescue them from this lamentable condition. 
If each congregation should contribute but 83,00 annually for the 
support of missionaries, much under the blessing of the Lord might 
be accomplished. We must be ashamed before other societies and 
before the Lord. I fear that his declaration contained in John LX. 
41, may have reference to us, for what advantage is it for us to 
glory in the clear light of the true doctrine, without life? And 
where is life, without love, not with words, but deeds! The Lord 
have mercy upon us and bless with a double portion of his spirit, 
your reverend body for the zeal with which you are affected for 
the salvation of the scattered brethren. May he make all his la- 
borers active and faithful! Amen. 

From September 10th, at which time I commenced my missiona. 
ry labor, till January 11th, when 1 felt myself to be dismissed from 
the honourable and responsible commission of your committee, I 
organized three congregations, preached 58 times, baptized 68 chil- 
dren and two adults, confirmed one, administered the Lords Sup- 
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per to about 180 persons; married onecouple, buried one, and col. - 


ected $16 50). 


The congregations of Benton, Eckartstown and Harris’ prairie, 
to send money after I left them, but have not yet done it.

Jesus Christ, the Great Head of the church, look upon us in 
mercy, and by means of our exertions and the exertions of all who 
endeavor to enlarge his kingdom, may the happy time be introduced 
when the knowledge of the Lord shall cover the earth, as the wa- 
ters cover the face of the deep!
